Scoville’s Argument in the Gui- 
teau Trial. 


Washington News—VUongressional—Po- 
litical Gossip—Capital Notes. 


The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, January 9.—Guiteau ar- 
rived at the Court-house about half-past 9 
and was taken to the waiting-room. He 
appeared rather nervous, and bis counten- 
ance indicated anxiety. When he had taken 
his seat in the dock he glanced around 
stealthily over the audience and immediate- 
ly begin a harangue, evidently intended for 
the jury. I have received, he said, some 
800 letters, a majority of them from ladies, 
When I gettime I shall attend to them. I 
want to send my greetings to the ladies of 
America and thank them for their sympatby. 
They don’t want me to be hanged. Public 
opinion is fast changing. I received Satur- 
day a check for $1,000 from the Stalwarts of 
Brooklyn, and another for $500 from the 
Stalwarts of New York. I want this jury to 
understand how public opinion is on this 
case.“ 

A bailiff here tried to silence him, when he 
turned upon him in the most vicious man- 
ner and snarled out, Lou keep quiet and 
mind your business. Do not interfere with 
me when I am talking. If you had any sense 
you would understand your place.“ 


With this opening brass the proceedings 
in due form were begun, and Scoville resum- 
ed his argument 

SCOVILLE PROCEEDED 
without interruption foran hour. His re- 
marks were listened to with marked atten- 
tion. Helaid stress upon the propositions 
that insane men often knew the Terence 
between rigut and wrong, and for that reason 
concealed their plans; that the benefit 
of the doubt should attach to the plea of in- 
sanity, When raised with the same force as 
when used in connection withthe commis- 
sion ofacrime. His allusion tothe decision 
of Judge Davis, who went out of his way,“ 
be said to pass upon something not 
involved in the case he was then 
considering,“ brought Judge Porter to 
his feet witn an indignant reply that the 
charge was false. Scoville retorted, the 
opinion of a man who sat on the same bench 
with a Barnard and Cordoza should not be 
received with much consideration. 

Judge Porter with even more vehemence 
reiterated that the charge of counsel wasab- 
solutely false; that Judge Davis never sat on 
the bench with either of the gentlemen 
named. “Ifthe honor of a member of the 
Federal judiciary isto be put upon a trial 
here, I demand.“ said Judge Porter, “that 
the record be produced here upon which this 
base charge is made.“ 

Scoville insisted that when the style of 
proceedings best suited to the Police Court 
were introduced here by the prosecution, 
he should comment upon them as he deemed 
fitting. He should not be frightened by the 
tragic utterances of Judge Porter. He had 
heard the same notes years ago from owls at 
night in the woods of Ohio. 

Guiteau laughed, and called out sneeringly: 
„That's a very fine speech, Mr. Porter.“ 

Davidge protested that not five minutes 
had been devoted to the proper scope of the 
argument, and the court warned counsel that 
they must abstain from versonalities. 

Scoville concluded his argument at 12 
o’clock and in conclusion desired to make a 
few remarks ofa personal character. Al- 
luding to his controversies with Judge Por- 
ter, he disclaimed any intention to transgress 
the bounds of — * or the rules of prac- 
tice, but he should criticise the conduct of 
counsel when it merited criticism,and threats 
of prosecution would not intimidate bim. 
Citing the custom of counsel on the other side 
3 to the jury upon entering, Scoville 
said: 

„Sometimes it is three bows all around, 
sometimes more, never less than three. It 
has never been done by counsel upon this side 
1 Ido not hesitate to criticise the propriety 
of it. 

Judge Porter: The gentleman is simply in- 
stancing his lack of politeness. If he has no 
apology to offer, I shail certainly not apologize 
forhim.

AFTER RECESS. 

Corkhill stated he had not expected to 
speak on the legal points, relying on the as-

T JOHNSON DEPOSITIONS. 
? ot the Forged

The publication of the affidavit of Martin 
J. Darby has added a new phase 
to the Jobnson-Boland controver- 
sy. Darby's affidavit alleges that 


he had been hired by Boland to counterfeit 
the letter from Charles P. Johnson inviting 
Boland to meet him at the Union Depot. 
This was the letter which Bo- 
land relied en to prove his 
sworn statement. When he was on trial for 
making a corrupt voluntary oath, on which 
charge be was convict in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, Boland 
said he had lost the letter, 
but Darby tells a different story. He says 
that he was hired by by Boland to counter- 
feit the letter, thatj he did so at Warren F. 
McChesney’s office, inthe presence of Bo- 
land, McChesney, Barney Thorman and 
others. Darby says that a printer 
named Mason furnished forged letter-heads 
of the House of Representatives at Jefferson 
City, and that McChesney, when the letter 
was done, insisted on an envelope being 
addressed in which to enclose the letter, 
and canceled the stamp placed on it with 
a die which he had in his desk. The job was 
done on the morning of Friday, December 
23d last. When Darby was first approached, 
he says that he immedlatel in- 
formed Mr. Charles P. Johnson, 
who advised him to go on with the work, and 
that after it was finished he made the afli- 
davit the publication of which has caused 
all the trouble. McChesney was 
being looked for on Saturday to take his de- 
osition in the case before Notary Rensbaw.

Mr. McChesney continued his 
testimony by saying that he had not known 
Boland longer than eighteen months. He 
knew John L. Black, but never knew the 
latter had been arrested until Black came 
and told him. Black said the 
buck nun had caused his arrest, 
charging bim with making a corrupt aflida- 
vit. This was Black's exact language. 
Witness was never present at any time in 
November when Black made an 
affidavit about Charles P. Johnson. 
The witness stated that he had nothing to 
do with an affidavit signed by J. L. Black 
against Charlies P. Johnson in November 
last. He knew nothing about an affidavit 
made by Morgan Boland of the same 
nature. Witness never saw Edwin J. Dar- 
by to his knowledge and never 
heard of him until yesterday morning.

OSKALOOSA’S JOLT. 


How an Exploding Magazine Shakes 
Things Up. 
Oskaloosa (Ia.) Special to Chicago Times. 


The brief dispatch sent yesterdayin re- 
gard to the explosion of the powder-maga- 
zine near this city conveyed but a faint idea 
of the nature and extent of the damage 
done, A careful examination to-day leads 
to the conclusion that $50,000 will not repair 
the loss to property in the city. The build- 
ingin which the powder was stored was situ- 
ated about haifa mile directiy north of the 
public square on a common, and perhaps 
three hundred yards from the street leading 
north from the west side ofthe square. It 
was eighty by eighteen, feet, with a sheet-iron 
roof, and contained abouthve hundred kegs 
of powder atthe time, which belonged to 
the American Powder Company, of Boston, 
and was in charge of H. L. Spencer & Co., 
wholesale grocers. The building had been 
used for some years forthe purpose of a 
magazine, but its near location 
to the city, exposed position, 
and imperfect construction have 
caused considerable une siness to residents 
in the northern part of een. It seems that 
the boys who were killed started out to try 
their guns at a mark, as they said, about 3 
o’clock, the Phillips boy having a new re- 
peating rifle and the Joyce boy a very fine 
gun, wnich heciaimed was superior to the 
Phillips gun. To decide the controversy 
they deciced to shoot at a mark. 
der-house stood on high ground, immedi- 
ately to the north of which, however, there 
is quite a descent. Charles Gartright, 18 
years of age, is the only person so far found 
who was an eye-witness of tue terrible catas 
trophe. From dim it is ascertained that he 
was at work about fortv rods north of the 
building, when his attention was attracted 
by the discharge of a gun. He looked to- 
ward the powder-house and saw three boys 
down the hill, about thirty yards north 
of the magazine, one with gun raised 
and in the act of firing a second shot. 
Immediately after this shot was fired the boy 
stepped aside and another lad took aim. Mr. 
Gartright does not think he fired, as the ex- 
plosion apparently occurred before he pulled 
the trigger. Everything for blocks away was 
immediately enveloped in dense smoke. A 
barbed-wire fence extended on the north of 
the magazine about 300 yards, and the Jovce 
and Steadman boys were blown through this 
and into a creek about ten rods beyond. 
Young Steadman a few years ago lost a limb 
by white sweiling, and he had a wooden 
stump from just below the knee. He was 
found fastened to the wire of the fence, 
through which he was blown. Scarcely 
a vestige of clothing was found on 
the remains, and so terribly blackened 
and burned were they as to almost defy 
recognition. The hand of one was found 
a haif-mile away, andthe limb of another 
nearly as far. The ground was frozen quite 
hard, and immediately where the building 
stood is an excavation caused by the explo- 
sion about ten feet deep and eighteen feet 
in length. Not a vestige of the building re- 
mains. Some carpenters were at work on 
a building north ofthe magazine about 500 
yards, who, when they saw the boys shooting 
at the house hallooed to the m to stop, but 
no heed was paid to the call, and almost im- 
mediately the explosion occurred. The dam- 
age to property is great Many families in 
the northern part of the city have been com- 
pelled to leave theirhomes. The fine resi- 
dences of Jobn A. Hoffman and County Re- 
corder M. M. Rio are complete wrecks, All 
the dwellings within four bloeks of the mag- 
azine are ruined. Chimneys are wrecked all 
over the city, and the greatest care 
is required to avoid calamity by fire. 
Several homes have been discovered ablaze 
to-day, but prompt action has prevented any 
serious loss. It is estimated that more than 
half the windows in the city are broken. Not 
a duilding escaped, The injuries by falling 
glass and various kirds of debris are many, 
but not serious. Penn College, which stands 
one-fourth of a mile due west of the maga- 
zine, has suffered greatly in loss of windows 
and plastering, andit is feared that this 
building is damaged to the amount of $50,- 
000. No adequate estimate ofthe injury to 
property can be made. The unfortunate 
boys who have caused all this sorrow and 
loss, and who have ge the penalty with 
their lives, were not of the vicious and law- 
breaking class. Supt. H. H. Seerley, of the 
city schools, says that Phillips and Steadmsn 
belonged to the high school department and 
were quiet, industrious and exemplary. 
Joyce was a member of the intermediate de- 
partment and was a bright, obedient, prom- 
ising youth. They were all buried to-day. 
The condition of the remains was such as to 
render it impossible to keep them any 
longer.

Nautch Girls in the Temple. 
Colombo (Ceylon) Jor. San Francisco Chronicle. 

Northeast of Manaar is alow, sandy island, 
thrown up by the sea, called Ramyseram, 
celebrate for its pagoda, or temple, dedicated 
to the Hindoo god, Shinneu. The view of the 
temple from the outside is not very imposing, 
but on the interior the finishingis done in 
the highest style of decorative art,the masons’ 
labor expended on it being (considering the 
isolated locality of the temple) marvelous. 
The rites practiced here are generally but 
little known to Europeans, the performance 
of the dancing or nautch girls excepted, 
that being exibited to all comers who have 
sufficient coin with which to propitiate the 
presiding Brahmin. 

These girls, from fifteen to twenty in num- 
ber, belonging to this temple, give whatever 
money thev receive for this exhibition to its 
support. Their dress isa short, tight che- 
mise, firmly fastened underthe breast, being 
only long enough to cover the bosom, a neat 
petticoat from the waist, and over this, dis- 
posed in graceful folds, is a single robe of 
siik,in shape like avery long but narrow 
sheet, extending downwards to near the 
ankles, . 

Their persons are thus entirely covered 
except the arms, feet and head. The garments 
are of bright, variegated colors and gaudily 
embroidered with gold and silver thread. 
Most of the girls have their heads, necks, 
noses, ears, wrists apd ankles lavishiy deco- 
rated with jewels and bangles set with pre- 
cious stones. Some have also a goiden 
hoop around their waists; so that, taken al- 
together, their appearence is striking and 
graceful. The performance sometimes takes 
the form of a common country dance, in 
which the parties exchange sides briskly, 
displaying -much elegance, but more fre- 
quently is after the quadrille form. One of

Capt. Cowdon Kxplains- 
ST. LOUIS, January 7, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Permit mea brief space in your valuable 
columns to make an explanation of my views 
given by one of your reporters in the Saturday 
POs8T-Di8PaTCH. The portion of the interview 
I would call attention to is as follows: Capt. 
Cowdon bolds that the Lake Borgne outlet 
would allow the passage of these vessels (re- 
ferring to those drawing twenty-seven feet and 


upward) and would improve the mouth ot the 
river as well asthe navigation of the entire 
stream; at the same time it would obviate the 
danger of overflow, which has destroyed so 
many millions of property on the river.“ 

This is substantially what I did say, but the 
use of the word ‘‘allow’’ might seem to con- 
vey the idea that an outlet for commerce was 
intended by the proposed outlet at Lake 
Borgne.

Tue vital point involved is that the river 
route, however improved in its interior chan- 
nel, cannot —4 — successfully with the 
transcontinental lines and New York, until 
vessels of as large Capacity can come and go 
at New Orleans as those that come and go at 
New York.

St. LOUIS, January 8. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have three children attending the Franklin 
School, one of whom was injured at the panic 
that occurred there December 7. I have kept 
silent, expecting the Scoool Board would in- 
vestigate and place the blame where it be- 
longs, that greater care may be exercised in 
preventing a recurrence of the stampede. A 
parent may reasonably ask if the discipline in 
the Franklin School cannot be improved. We 
do not think it the best. At the above date 
nothing occurred that should frighten 
children who are properly instructed. 
Pupils in that school have often heard the 
coal snapiathe stove, aud if under proper 
discipline and instruction shoula not have 
been alarmed by so trivialacause. A well- 
disciplined school will maintain lines in the 
presence of danger. schools have generally 
succeeded indoing this. At the Franklin 
there were about ninety pupilsin some ofthe 
rooms, but, unlike most schools, there were 
two teachers to a room. It is proper to in- 
quire if it be true that the principal was away 
trom his post of duty. Oonsidering the slight 
cause of aiarm, and that there were two 
teacherr to the room, we are inclined tothe

Mack Bros’, stock was more seriously 
damaged than was at first imagined, chiefly 
by water.

Col. J. C. Normile, Baker’s attor- 
ney, says he has not the slightest doubt that 
the outeome of the investigation „will 
be a complete exoneration.

AN UNLAWFUL VENTURE. 


Judge Adams Decides a Case of Cotton 
Speculation—No Recovery. 


Judge Adams rendered a deci ion of inter- 
est to-day in the case of Pool et al. vs. 
Kirtland, wherein the plaintiffs sue for 
money advanced to purchase cotton on the 
Cotton Exchange in New York. The pur- 
chases were for future delivery and the sales 
were made by plaintiff from time to 


time, and the proceeds were credited to de- 
fendants’ account, a balance resulting in 
favor of the plaintiffs for recovery of which 
the suit was brought. The defense set up 
the agreement that there should be no actual 
delivery of cotton but simply a settlement of 
differences in the market price on day of 

urchase and date fixed for delivery. 

he court holds the law to 
be that that the plaintiff is particeps crimi- 
nis in an unlawful venture. There are cases 
which hold thata broker may recover for 
moneys paid out by him on his principal 
account in transactions of this character, but 
after losses have occurred wherein the bro- 
ker at the request of the loser has paid out 
money andjexecuted his own note to settle, 
But in this case the broker’s 
according tothe pleadings upon the orders 
of the principal, provide the money and con- 
duct the venture from the beginning,with an 
intent coexisting between them to make no 
real purchases. The case goes against the 
plaintiff.
